Per my e-maii on the High side, I am sending you a draft of my manuscript, “4 Advocates”, for pre-publication 
review. I am currently in the process of drafting a query letter to try and find a literary agent to represent me in 
getting this published. 

I don’t envy you having to read stories that you may have no interest in or which have not been edited. Hopefully, 
this will be somewhat painless. For background, here is a brief synopsis of the story with emphasis on what you 
may be focusing on. 

The story centers on a fictional trial attorney from New York, Chris Coleman. The story progresses through his 
rise in his profession and his interest in a tycoon’s daughter, Diane Calabro. There are a number of courtroom 
cases, but the one that involves the FBI takes place in the federal courthouse in DC (entering on page 143). FBI 
agent Mitch Jong (WFO) and AUSA David Hawke suspect that the client that Chris’s firm is defending may have 
violated the Economic Espionage Act by stealing corporate secrets and selling them to China. Chris would like to 
subtly make the case go away by paying a huge settlement to the plaintiff and “wining, dining, and wowing” Jong 
and Hawke with some very influential judges and congressmen at a private dinner. Chris's co-counsel and 
nemeses, Brad Baron, has more sinister pians of how to influence the DOJ folks. The case does settle and Chris 
is the hero. 

Chris’s life takes a dramatic turn in the middle of the story when it’s revealed that this story is taking place in 2001 
and that Chris’s office are located in the World Trade Center Towers. The second part of the story starts with a 
description of the attacks on 9/11 (all from public information or made up). Chris manages to escape, but is 
traumatized and spends months living in his brother's basement. Diane, thinking he’s dead, moves on and Brad 
assumes the limelight that Chris once held. 

When Chris finally emerges, he approaches Hawke and Jong to confess his sins and advise that his brother and 
sister-in-law have been using him to steal money from the 9/11 Victims Compensation Fund. 

The remainder of the story involves the challenges that Chris faces in trying to regain his life and ultimately 
become a better person.
